1174 , has had the same under consideration and begs |eave to report the same back to the

House with the recommendation that said bill be amended as follows:

1 Page 2, between lines 3 and 4, begin a new paragraph and insert:
2 "(d) This subsection appliesto a palitical subdivision located in
3 mor e than one (1) county. If a political subdivision isdescribed in
4 a statute by reference to the county in which the political
5 subdivision islocated, thereferenceisto the county that contains
6 amajority of the population of the political subdivision.".

7 Page 2, line 4, delete "(d)" and insert "(e)".

8 Page 2, line 13, delete "(e)" and insert " (f)".

9 Page 86, between lines 12 and 13, begin anew paragraph and insert:

STEP ONE: Determine the maximum rate for the year preceding
the year in which the general reassessment takes effect.
STEP TWO: Determine the actual percentage increase (rounded
to the nearest one-hundredth percent) in the assessed value of the
taxable property from the year preceding the year the genera
reassessment takes effect to theyear that thegeneral reassessment
is effective.
STEP THREE: Determine the three (3) calendar years that
immediately precede the ensuing calendar year and in which a
statewide genera reassessment of real property does not first
become effective.
STEP FOUR: Compute separately, for each of the calendar years
determined in STEP THREE, the actual percentage increase
(rounded to the nearest one-hundredth percent) in the assessed
value of the taxable property from the preceding year.
STEP FIVE: Divide the sum of the three (3) quotients computed
in STEP FOUR by three (3).
STEP SIX: Determine the greater of the following:
(A) Zero (0).
(B) Theresult of the STEP TWO percentage minus the STEP
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FIVE percentage.
STEP SEVEN: Determinethe quotient of the STEP ONE tax rate
divided by one (1) plusthe STEP SIX percentage increase.
This maximum rate isthe maximum rate under this section until anew
maximum rate is computed under this subsection for the next year in
which ageneral reassessment of property will take effect.”.

Page 95, between lines 36 and 37, begin anew paragraph andinsert:

"SECTION 107. IC 14-33-5.4-1 IS AMENDED TO READ AS
FOLLOWS [EFFECTIVE APRIL 1, 2002]: Sec. 1. (a) This chapter
applies only to conservancy districts located wholly within a county
having a population of more than twenty-two thousand (22,600} bt
tessthan twenty-three theusand (23,000} twenty-threethousand five
hundred (23,500) but lessthan twenty-four thousand (24,000).

IC 16-22-2-3.1 IS AMENDED TO READ AS
FOLLOWS [EFFECTIVE APRIL 1, 2002]: Sec. 3.1. (a) This section
appliesto ahospital operated under IC 16-12-4-2 (beforeitsrepeal on
July 1, 1993) that is located in a county having a population of more
than thirty-seven thotsand (37,000 but tessthan thirty-seven thotsand
erght hundred (378066} forty-one thousand (41,000) but less than
forty-three thousand (43,000).

(b) The management of a hospital is under the control of a
governing board. The governing board consists of nine (9) members
appointed by the county executive as follows:

(2) Three(3) members must be members of the county executive.
(2) Six (6) members must beresidents of the county and not more
than three (3) membersmay be from the samepolitical party. One
(1) member may be alicensed physician.

(c) The term of each member of the governing board is three (3)
years.

(d) If a vacancy occurs due to the expiration of an appointed
member's term and the county executive does not fill the vacancy
